FOREIGIN  TRADE  IN  FARM  AND  FOREST  PRODUCTS,  1904. 

REVIEW  OF  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  FARM  PRODUCTS,  1890-1904. 

Exports  of  domestic  products. — The  domestic  exports  of  farm, 
or  agricultural,  products  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  were 
119,000,000  less  than  in  the  preceding  year  and  $6,000,000  less  than 
the  annual  average  for  1899-1903.  Table  1  shows  a  marked  increase 
in  domestic  exports  of  farm  products  after  1897 ;  in  onl}^  one  year  prior 
to  1898  does  the  table  show  these  exports  to  equal  as  much  as  $700,- 
000,000,  and  in  no  after  1897  were  they  less  than  1793,000,000. 

The  annual  average  for  1899-1903  was  $201,000,000  greater  than  the 
annual  average  for  1894-1898  and  $187,000,000  more  than  the  annual 
average  for  1890-1893.  The  high  average  for  this  last-mentioned 
period  was  due  to  the  unusually  large  domestic  exports  of  farm  prod- 
ucts in  1892. 

The  increase  in  value  of  domestic  exports  of  merchandise  other 
than  farm  products  has  gradually  reduced  the  ratio  that  farm  products 
bear  to  all  merchandise.  In  1890-1893  farm  products  formed  76.1 
per  cent  of  all  domestic  exports;  in  1899-1903  the  percentage  was 
only  63.8,  while  in  1904  only  59.9  per  cent  of  all  domestic  exports 
was  classed  as  farm  products. 

Table  1  shows  also  that  for  the  period  1890-1904  the  total  value  of 
domestic  exports  of  farm  products  was  67.8  per  cent  of  the  total,  and 
amounted  to  $11,000,000,000. 
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Exports  of  foreigx  products. — Of  the  total  farm,  or  agricultural, 
exports  for  1904,  amountino-  to  $872,000,000,  only  113,000,000,  or 
about  l.tt  per  cent,  was  due  to  reexports  of  foreign  products.  The 
annual  average  of  these  foreign  exports  of  farm  products  increase(J 
15,000,000  from  1890-1893  to  1899-1903.  Farm  products  composed 
48  per  cent  of  the  exports  of  foreign  produce  during  the  fifteen  years 
ending  June  30,  1904. 

Imports. — The  value  of  imports  of  farm,  or  agricultural,  products 
in  1904  was  greater  than  in  any  other  year  in  the  period  1890-1904. 
The  imports  this  year  exceeded  1903  by  $5,000,000  and  were  154,000,000 
more  than  the  annual  average  for  1899-1903.  However,  there  has 
been  no  such  increase  in  imports  of  farm  products  as  was  noticed  in  tlie 
domestic  exports  during  the  fifteen  years  under  consideration.  The 
annual  averages  of  farm  imports  for  the  three  periods  shown  in  Table 
1  were  1417,000,000,  $369,000,000,  and  $408,000,000,  respectively,  . 
the  greatest  average  being  in  the  earliest  period  and  the  least  in  the 
middle  period. 

The  percentage  which  the  farm  products  form  of  the  total  imports 
rose  from  50.1  in  the  first  period  to  52  in  the  second,  and  fell  to  47.4 
in  the  third  period,  shown  in  Table  1.    For  the  entire  fifteen  years  the 
imports  of  farm  products  were  practically  one-half  of  the  imports  of  ; 
all  merchandise.  | 

Balance  of  trade. — The  balance  of  trade  in  farm  products  in 
each  year  during  1890-1904  was  in  favor  of  exports.  There  was. 
a  distinct  gain  in  1898,  when  this  export  balance  increased  to 
$555,000,000,  a  gain  of  $257,000,000  over  the  preceding  year;  and  for 
six  successive  years,  beginning  with  1898,  the  annual  export  balance 
for  farm  products  exceeded  $410,000,000,  while  the  greatest  export 
balance  prior  to  1898,  during  the  fifteen-year  period  considered,  was 
$373,000,000  in  1892.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  great  increases  in 
general  export  balances  in  1892  and  1898  accompanied  marked  gains  in 
domestic  exports  of  farm  products. 


REVIEW  OF  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  FOREST  PRODUCTS,  1894-1904. 

Forest  products  in  1904  formed  nearly  5  per  cent  of  the  total  domestic 
exports  and  amounted  to  $11,000,000  more  than  in  1903,  $18,000,000 
more  than  the  annual  average  for  1899-1903,  and  $36,000,000  more 
than  the  annual  average  for  1894-1898. 

Imports  of  forest  products  in  each  year  during  1894-1904  exceeded 
the  domestic  exports.  The  value  of  imports  of  forest  products  in  1904 
exceeded  the  value  in  1903  by  $8,000,000,  was  $19,000,000  more  than 
the  annual  average  for  1899-1903,  and  $36,000,000  greater  than  the 
annual  average  for  1894-1898.    (Table  2.) 
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IMPORTANT  DOMESTIC  EXPORTS. 

Meat  and  meat  products,  grain  and  grain  products,  and  cotton  com- 
prised 81  per  cent  of  the  value  of  domestic  exports  of  farm  products 
in  1901,  the  value  of  cotton  being  ^198,000,000  greater  than  any  other 
item  given  in  Table  3.  The  value  of  cotton  increased  $55,000,000  from 
1903  to  1901,  although  the  quantity  exported  in  1901  was  479,000,000 
pounds  less  than  in  1903.  The  average  export  price  in  1901  was  12 
cents  per  pound,  or  3.2  cents  more  than  in  1903.  The  decline  of  172,- 
000,000  in  domestic  exports  of  grain  and  grain  products  was  due  to  a 
diminution  in  quantity  without  a  corresponding  rise  in  price.  An 
examination  of  Table  5  will  disclose  a  marked  falling  off  in  many  of 
the  principal  items  included  under  ' '  grain  and  grain  products. "  Meat 
and  meat  products  declined  from  1178,000,000  to  $171,000,000. 

Domestic  exports  of  live  animals  gained  $13,000,000  and  the  net 
gain  for  all  animal  matter  was  $12,000,000.  Fruits  gained  $3,000,000, 
the  total  domestic  exports  of  fruits  for  1901  being  valued  at  more  than 
$20,000,000.  Seeds  declined  $7,000,000  and  tobacco  $6,000,000,  while 
.vegetable  oils,  oil  cake,  and  oil-cake  meal  together  lost  $6,000,000. 
The  net  loss  for  all  vegetable  matter  amounted  to  $31,000,000,  and 
the  net  loss  in  domestic  exports  of  all  farm  products  was  $19,000,000. 

Of  the  domestic  exports  of  forest  products,  naval  stores,  timber, 
and  lumber  were  valued  in  1904  at  $69,000,000  and  all  other  forest 
products  at  $1,000,000.  Lumber,  the  most  valuable  of  the  forest 
products,  was  valued  at  $39,000,000  in  1901,  an  increase  of  $7,000,000 
over  the  previous  year;  while  timber  gained  $1,000,000.  The  total 
value  of  these  two  products  in  1904  exceeded  $52,000,000.  Naval 
stores  increased  from  $13,000,000  in  1903  to  over  $16,000,000  in  1904, 
and  the  total  domestic  exports  of  all  other  forest  products  showed  a 
large  relative  increase. 

IMPORTANT  i:SIPORTS. 

Five  of  the  leading  items  of  farm  imports  in  1904,  according  to 
Table  4,  were  sugar  and  molasses,  valued  at  $73,000,000;  animal  fibers 
at  $71,000,000;  coffee,  $70,000,000;  hides  and  skins,  $52,000,000;  and 
vegetable  fibers,  $16,000,000.  Together  they  amounted  to  $312,- 
000,000,  while  all  other  imports  of  farm  products  were  valued  at 
$149,000,000. 

There  was  a  net  decline  of  $10,000,000  in  imports  of  animal  matter 
in  1904  over  1903,  due  chiefly  to  losses  in  the  trade  in  hides  and  skins, 
silk,  and  live  animals,  amounting  to  over  $11,000,000.  There  was  a 
gain  of  $3,000,000  in  imports  of  wool. 

Vegetable  matter  increased  $15,000,000,  so  that  there  was  a  net  gain 
in  imports  of  farm  products  of  $5,000,000.  Coffee  and  tea  together 
increased  $13,000,000,  while  other  gains  amounting  to  at  least  $1,000,- 
000  each  were  made  by  vegetables,  cocoa  and  chocolate,  and  vegetable 
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fibers.  The  chief  losses  were  in  meat  and  meat  products,  hay,  and 
vegetable  oils.  Imports  of  fruits  gained  $100,000,  and  nuts  1600,000, 
while  alcoholic  liquors  declined  1500,000. 

More  than  one-half  of  the  value  of  imports  of  forest  products  in 
1904  was  due  to  india  rubber.  This  article  increased  110,000,000  in 
1904,  while  lumber  declined  12,000,000;  gains  and  losses  of  other  items 
practically  balanced  each  other,  so  that  the  net  gain  in  imports  of 
forest  products  was  $8,000,000.
